THE DANGERS OF CHESS 


in 


Nothing good will come ol 
such new-rangied enterprises. 
Such might be the morol to be 
derived from the story of Amer- 
ican engineer, Ken Thompson, 
a New Jersey Bell Company 
employee who Invented a chess 
computer. 

The computer — nicknamed 
Bell -caused a bit of a rumpus 
In chess circles after It won the 
world championship for players 
of Us Uk, tn 1980. Us style of 
play aroused enormous Interest 
among those responsible for de- 
vising chess programmes and 
even among chess-players them- 
selves, who continued howevei 
to persist In their belief that 
even ihe most poweriul com- 
puter was no match for a grand- 
master. As is well known, the 
USSR has the strongest chess 
school In the world and Mikha- 


il Botvlnnlk, one of (he leading 
world champions In the Hold, Is, 
as it happons, engaged on a 
study of computer chess. It was 
quite natural, therefoic. that 
Thompson should receive an In- 
vitation from the USSR Sports 
Committee lo come lo Moscow 
lo demon5lrato hts electronic 
"brain-child". 

Handing In Ills baggage al the 
John Kennedy Airport, in New 
York, Thompson boarded e 
plane for Moscow only lo find, 
having arrived at his destina- 
tion, that the computer had dis- 
appeared. After a thorough 
search had been made not only 
of Moscow Airport, but also of 
all those where Thompson bod 
been In transit on route, it was 
discovered, after a few tele- 
phone calls to America, that 
Bell had been confiscated by the

Washington, In an American 
television interview, the US 
Defense Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger has essentially declined 
the plan for a peaceful settle- 
ment In the Middle Bast pro- 
posed by the Arab summit In 
Fes, Instead, he Insisted on the 
adoption of Reagan's proposals 
which Ignore the rights of the 
Palestinian Arabs, provide for 


further aggravations In relations 
between nations, and aim at con- 
solidating the Amerlcan-Israell 
domination of the region. 

The proposals put forward by 
the Arab leaders have also been 
reacted by the Israeli Minlstei 
of Foreign Affairs, I. Shamir.

A walk through the museum's 
many balls will acquaint ano 
with tho long chronicle ol the 
Iowa's history — from ancient 
limes up to the present day. In 
addition to die fifty thousand 
oxhibfia on display, the museum 
haa alio acquired a series of 
collections donated lo It by 
restdenti of Kiev.

Kiev's biggest factory, 
Arsons], is represented at ihe 
museum by display cases con- 
taining Ihe latest models ol 
cameras. 


Gnats no longer pose a pro- 
blem to ahoep-oreedors grazing 
flocks in the Assy area ot the 
Zaililsky Ala Tau Mountains. 
Scientists from Uie Institute ol 
Zoology of the Kazakh SSR Aca- 
demy ol Sciences have dono a 
great deal lo sharply reduce the 
number of Uirlps, They stopped 
their propagations by using ef- 
fective methods of biological 
control. 

Staff members of the blocon- 
trol laboratory, studying the ve- 
Rotative and animal kingdom of 
Kazakhstan, discovered about 30 
deterrents against tho gnat popu- 
lation, which tvero previously 
unknown to scloncc.

Uzbekistan end Azer- 
baijan. 

Scientists have worked out 
tho methods ol cult I voting sti- 
mulators ol diseases caused hy 
a gnat. This Is all the more im- 
portant as Ilia sphere ot Irrigat- 
ed forming is cspnndlug In ihe 
republic.

Aliens, Allen Among One's People" di- 
reeled by Nikita Mikhalkov. Later he 

met "hla own" artistic director, a man 
of bis age and similarly like-minded — Sergei 
Solovyov. He played the lead role in the trilogy 
ol "A Hundred Days Alter Childhood", "Ufa* 
guard 11 , "A Direct Heiress". The films were 
about the ties of the young generation of today
